MULT1-POINT SURFACE USE & OPERATIONS PLAN

1. Existing Roads:

Directions to the proposed location are attached.

Refer to Topo Maps A and B for location of access roads within a 2-mile radius.

All existing roads will be maintained and kept in good repair during all drilling and completion
operations associated with this well.

2. Planned Access Roads:

The proposed access road is approximately 110' +/, Refer to Topo Map B.

The access road will be crowned (2 to 3%), ditched and constructed with a running surface of 18 feet
and a maximum disturbed width of 30 feet. Graveling or capping the roadbed will be performed as
necessary to provide a well constructed, safe road. Prior to construction or upgrading, the proposed
road shall be cleared of any snow and allowed to dry completely.

Surface disturbance and vehicular trafficwill be limited to the proposed location and proposed access
route. Any additional area needed will be approved in advance. All construction shall be in
conformance with the standards outlined in the BLM and Forest Service publication: Surface
Operating Standards for Oil and Gas Exploration and Deyelopment. 1989.

The road surface and shoulders will be kept in a safe and usable condition and will be raaintained in
accordance with the original construction standards. All drainage ditches will be kept clear and free-
flowingand will be maintained according to original construction standards. The access road surface
will be kept free of trash during operations. All trafficwill be confined to the approved disturbed
surface. Road drainagecrossings shall be designed so they willnot cause siltation or accumulation of
debris in the drainage crossing or shall the drainages be blocked by the road bed. Erosion of drainage
ditches by runoff water shall be prevented by diverting water off at frequent intervals by means of
cutouts. Should mud holes develop, they shall be filled in and detours around them avoided. When
snow is removed from the road during the winter months, the snow shall be pushed outside of the
borrow ditches, and the turnouts kept clear so that snowmelt will be channeled away from the road.

4. Location of Existing & Proposed Facilities

Thefollowingguidelines will apply if the well isproductive.

All production facilitieswill be located on the disturbedportion of the well pad and at a minimum of
25 feet from the toe of theback slope or the top of the fill slope.

A dike will be constructed completely around those production facilities which contain fluids (i.e.,
production tanks, produced water tanks, and/or heater/treater). These dikes will be constructed of
compacted subsoil, be impervious, hold 100% of the capacity of the largest tank, and be independent
of the back cut.

All permanent (on-site six months or longer) above the ground structures constructed or installed,
including pumping units, will be painted a flat, non-reflective, earthtone color to match one of the
standard environmental colors, as determined by the five state Rocky Mountain Inter-Agency
Committee.

All facilities will be painted within six months of installation. Facilities required to comply with the
Occupational Safety and Health Act (OSHA) will be excluded. The requested color is Carlsbad
Canyon Brown (2.5 Y 6/2) as determined during the on-site inspection.

Any necessary pits will be properly fenced to protect livestock and prevent wildlife entry.

Refer to Topo Maps D and Dl for the placement of the proposed pipeline.

Variances to Best Management Practices (BMPs) Requested:

Approximately l10' of 4" steel pipeline will be installed on surface within the access corridor for the
well location. As a Best Management Practice (BMP), the pipeline would be buried within theaccess
road corridor if possible. The construction of pipelines requires the corridor of 30 feet.

This exception to the BMP should be granted by the BLM Authorized Officer because indurate
bedrock, such as sandstone, is at or within 2 feet of the surface.

5. Location and Type of Water Supplv:

Water for drilling purposes will be obtained from Dalbo Inc.'s underground well located in Ouray,
Utah, Sec.32, T4S,R3E, Water User Claim #43-8496, Application #53617.

Where available a 2" or 3" poly pipe will be installed with the existing rights-of way to supply
water during drilling and completion operations. There will be no new disturbance needed and the
poly line will be removed after completion operations. The fresh water will be supplied from the
power plant located within the following Sections 23, 24, 25, 26, 35, & 36, T8S, R23E.

Water will be hauled to location over the roads marked on Maps A and B.

6. Source of Construction Materials

Surface and subsoil materials in the irunediate area will be utilized.

Any gravel will be obtained from a commercial source.

7. Methods of Handling Waste Materials

Drill cuttings will be contained and buried in the reserve pit.

Drilling fluids, including salts and chemicals, will be contained in the reserve pit. Upon terminationof
drilling and completion operations, the liquid contents of thereserve pit will be removed and disposed
of at an approved waste disposal facilitywithin 120 days after drilling is terminated.

The reserve pit will be constructed on the location and will not be located within natural drainage,
where a flood hazard exists or surface runoff will destroy or damage the pit walls. The reserve pit will
be constructed so that it will not leak, break, or allow discharge of liquids.

A plastic reinforced liner is tobe used as discussed during on-site inspection. It will be a minimum of
20 mil thick and felt, with sufficient bedding used to cover any rocks. The liner will overlap the pit
walls and be covered with dirt and/or rocks to hold it in place. No trashor scrap thatcould puncture
the liner will be disposed of in the pit.

Any spills of oil, gas, salt water, or other noxious fluids will be immediately cleaned up and removed
to an approved disposal site.

A chemical porta-toilet will be furnished with the drilling rig.

Garbage, trash, and other waste materials will be collected in a portable, self-contained, fullyenclosed
trash cage during operations. No trash will be burned on location.

All debris and other waste material not contained in the trashcage will be cleaned up and removed
from the location inonediately after removal of the drilling rig.

Any open pits will be fenced during the operations. The fencing will be maintained until such time as
the pits are backfilled.

No chemicals subject to reporting under SARA Title III (hazardous materials) in an amount greater
than 10,000 pounds will be used, produced, stored, transported, or disposed of annually in association
with the drilling of this well. Furthermore, no extremely hazardous substances, as defined in 40 CFR
355, in threshold planning quantities, will be used, produced, stored, transported, or disposed of in
association with the drilling of thiswell.

Any produced water fromthe proposed well will be contained in a water tank and will then be hauled
by truck to one of the pre-approved disposal sites: RNT,Sec. 5, T9S, R22E, NBU #159, Sec.35, T9S,
R2]E, Ace Oilfield, Sec. 2, T6S, R20E, MC&MC, Sec. 12, T6S, RJ9E.

9. Well Site Lavout: (See Location Layout Diagram)

39 inch net wire will be used with at least one strand of barbed wire on top of the net wire. Barbed
wire is not necessary if pipe or some type of reinforcement rod is attached to the top of the entire
fence.

The barbed wire shall be three
inches over the net wire. Total height of the fence shall be at least 42 inches.

Corner posts shall be cemented and/or braced in such a manner to keep the fence tight at all times.

Standard steel, wood, or pipe posts shall be used between the corner braces. Maximum distance
between any 2 fence posts shall be no greater than 16 feet.

All wire shall be stretched, by using a stretching device, before it is attached to corner posts.

The reserve pit fencing will be on three sides during drilling operations, and on the fourth side when
the rig moves off location. Pits will be fenced and maintained until cleanup.

10. Plans for Reclamation of the Surface:

Producing Location:

Immediately upon well completion, the location and surrounding area will be cleared of all unused
tubing, materials, trash, and debris not required for production.

Immediately upon well completion, any hydrocarbons in the pit shall be removed in accordance with
43 CFR 3162.7-1.

Before any dirt work associated with locationrestoration takes place, the reserve pit shall be as dry as
possible. All debris in it will be removed. Other waste and spoil materials will be disposed of
immediately upon completion of operations.

The reserve pit and that portion of the location not needed for production facilities/operations will be
recontoured to the approximate natural contours. The reserve pit will be reclaimed within 90 days
from the date of well completion, weather permitting.

To prevent surface water(s) from standing (ponding) on the reclaimed reserve pit area, final
reclamation of the reserve pit will consist of "mounding" the surface three feet above surrounding
ground surface to allow the reclaimed pit area to drain effectively.

Upon completion of backfilling, leveling, and recontouring, the stockpiled topsoil will be spread
evenly over the reclaimed

After production and operations cease, the goal of final reclamation is to return
the land to a condition that approximates that which existed prior to disturbance
and maintain a stable and productive condition compatible with the land use.

The Federal 920-35D willbe seeded with a no-till rangeland style seed drillwith a
"picker box" in order to seed "fluffy"seed. In areas that drill seeding may not be
the preferred method, the seed will be broadcast and then raked into the ground
at double the rate of drill seeding. AIIseed will be certified and tags will be kept
on hand by Anadarko Petroleum Corporation. Every effort willbe made to obtain
"cheat grass free seed".
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Soil Amendments and Stabilization

Additional soil amendments and stabilization may be required on sites with poor
soils and greater erosion potential. The following soil amendments may be used
on this location:

Sustane is an organic fertilizer thatwillbe applied at the rate 1,800 - 2,100
lbslacre with seed. Sustane granulated slow release fertilizers replenish the soil
with essential nutrients and a rich supply of humus as required for long termsoil
building and plant growth. Sustane can be dry broadcast or applied with hydro-
seeding equipment.

Erosion Control
The slopes willbe stabilized using materials specifically designed to prevent
erosion in order to allow permanent establishment of vegetation. These materials
will include, but are not limited to erosion control blankets, hydro-mulch, or soil
amendments such as erosion control polymers

Monitorinq

Monitoring of the Federal 920-35D will be completed annually during the growing
season and actions to ensure reclamation success will be taken as needed.
During the first 3 growing seasons an ocular methodology will be used to
determine the success of the reclamation activities. During the 4th

grOWing

season a quantitative method of 200 point line intercept basal monitoring will be
conducted in order to see if the reclaimed area has met 30% desirable basal
cover when compared to the native vegetation. If 30% has not been met
additional seeding/reclamation efforts may be necessary (Green River District
Reclamation Guidelines). Monitoring will continue until the reclaimed area
reaches 75% basal cover of desirable vegetation when compared to the
undisturbed adjacent native vegetation.

All monitoring reports willbe submitted to the Vernal BLMno later than March 31
of the year following the data collection. (Data collected in 2010 willbe submitted
in 2011 and so forth.) These reports willbe submitted electronically in the form of
a geodatabase for use in a geographic information system (GIS).

Noxious Weeds

Noxious weeds will be controlled as needed on the location. Monitoring and
management of noxious and/or invasive weeds of concern will be completed
annually until the project is deemed successfully reclaimed by the surface
management agency and/or owner according to the Anadarko Integrated Weed
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Management Plan. Noxious weed infestations will be mapped using a GPS unit
and submitted to the BLMwith information required in the Vernal BLM Surface
Disturbance Weed Policy. If herbicide is to be applied it will be done according to
an approved Pesticide Use Permit (PUP). Anadarko submits a field wide PUP
annually, and this location will fall under the PUP. All pesticide applications will
be recorded using a Pesticide Application Record (PAR) and will be submitted
along with a Pesticide Use Report (PUR) annually prior to Dec. 31. All weed
management will be done in accordance with the Vernal BLM Surface
Disturbance Weed Policy.

Inspection and Final Abandonment Approval

When the Federal 920-35D has reached the final abandonment objectives, the
operator willfile a Final Abandonment Notice (FAN). Upon receipt of the FAN a
site inspection will be completed by the management agency to ensure
reclamation is fully successful and approve the FAN. The operator may request
terminationof the bond on the Final Abandonment Notice.
